taught to shut the door when com- 
ui:ttiuert to open it, or He down when 
told to stand ny. That, in fact, is ex- 
actly the way 'clown' dogs and horses 
are taught. 
I have a St. Bernard 


dog, Ca-sar, that is 'noted for his 
tricks, and I have made many experi- 
ments with him to see if possible 
whether hs could go beyond the limit 
ofinstiuct. 
I remember some time 


ago I was walking along the banks of 
the Surrey Canal with Ctesar, -whom I 
had frequently trained to go and fetch 
things out of the water. 


''.Suddenly a little child fell into 


the canal from a bridge just ahead of 
us. I at once called the dog's atten- 
tion to the child in the water, and 
said, 'Fetch it, Ciesar.' 
He started 


for the floating body, catjffht it in his 
jaws, anil swam back to within * foot 
of the back. 
Then he loosssza. ul» 


grip and stood looking up at me. He 
was waiting for me to throw the child' 
back into midstream again, as he h»d 
seen me throw sticks. 


"He had no idea at all that the 


child was drowning, and would have 
drowned had I not gone Into the water 
myself and dragged it out, nor did he ' 
realize that the bundle of limp rags 
was anything other than the usual 
stick that he had been accustomed to 
'fetch.' 
He was lauded by people as 


a noble -.-rcatare who had saved tha 
child's life, yet neither he nor »ny 
other dog ever attempted to sar« a 
child's life unless he had been, previ- 
ously trained to retrieve." 


Professor Leon tells another story 


of hookiug the end of a walking-stick 
into the rails of an iron fence, and 
then commanding a dog to go back 
and get it. He went back and tugged 
at the cane without being able to re- 
lease it. 
Then he chewed the stick iu 


two and brought one half ia hia 
mouth. 
Commanded to return, he 


tried again to pull the stick away, but 
never attempted to give it the simple' 
turn that readily released it when *p-' 
plied by man. 


Professor Leon gives his animal 


friends full credit for the use of their 
instincts, aud says they often make' 
better use of them than man does 
with reasoning powers. A horse, he 
saya will never drink more than is 
good for him. and yet a ni*u, -when 
his iustduot tells him tljat he !*•,* hut. % 
enough to drink, attempts to ^reason 
out that he can stand more, •«& takes* 
it, to his physical detriment.

Question "IVUetlier orNottllc Phenomenon 


i* I.osiu£ in Richness. 


The present state of science dosa 


not admit yet of our knowing whether 
the contact of the shooting stars andi 
aerolites has had auy effect at all ou 
the earth's motion, says a writer in, 
the Chnutauqnan. 


But we cau assume that in the pro- 


cess of time the amount of shooting 
star* and meteors will decrease. 
For 


any given group of the former it is al- 
most certain that it was once more 
conspicuous than it is to-day, and that 
it is growing less as the periodic re- 
turns pass ou. 
Of course in this as- 


sumption we must take into account 
variations of density at different parts 
of the steadily moving curient, varia- 
tions which can produce showers 
that are now more dense and now 
more sparse. 
For this leason the 


constant eaumeration 
of 
shooting 


stars becomes quite important, since 
this aloue will teach us whether or 
not the phenomenon is really losing in 
richness, and if it is to what degree 
aud under the sway of what laws. 


When a shooting star breaks into 


flame in our atmosphere the residuum 
of the combustion lemain'? iu the air 
and cau be found ia what is known as 
atmospheric dust. 
The virgin snow 


of the polar rpgiou was often seen to 
be spotted with traces of dust which 
contained particles of iron. 
Like 


particles are found ou church towers 
and elsewhere.
